
COVID-19 Booster Shots  
Expected to Begin in September 

 
The Biden Administration and the 
Centers for Disease Control and 
Prevention (CDC) announced that 
plans are underway to administer  
booster shots of the Pfizer and 
Moderna vaccines for all Ameri-
cans, eight months after an individ-
ual’s second dose, beginning the 
week of September 20. 
   
In a statement, health officials said 
a booster shot will be needed to 
maximize vaccine-induced protec-
tion and prolong its durability.  
 
The plan is pending final Food and 
Drug Administration (FDA) evalu-
ation and recommendations from 
the CDC’s Advisory Committee on 
Immunization Practices (ACIP).  
 
NJDOH  is preparing for booster 
doses of the Pfizer and Moderna 
vaccines for the general public and 
awaits authorization by the FDA 
and recommendations from ACIP. 
More details will be forthcoming. 
 
Federal officials said they expect 
more data on the Johnson & John-
son vaccine in the next few weeks 
and will keep the public informed 
on a plan for J&J booster shots. 
 
Last week, the CDC recommended 
third doses of Pfizer and Moderna 
vaccines for moderately and se-
verely immunocompromised fol-
lowing earlier FDA authorization. 
 
A full list of medical condi-
tions currently eligible for a third 
shot can be found on the CDC’s 
website. All vaccination sites are 
instructed to offer third doses for 
this group and advised to accept 
walk-ins. People should not be 
asked for proof of their condition 
or a doctor’s note.

As New Jersey schools get 
ready to fully reopen next 
month, efforts have been un-
derway in key communities 
and counties to boost vaccina-
tions among 12-to- 17-year-
olds.  

For the past weeks, the New 
Jersey Department of Health’s 
(NJDOH) county vaccination 
ambassadors have been work-
ing with school districts and 
local health partners in the 
state’s target counties to or-
ganize vaccination clinics, 
including dedicated sites over 
a two-week period in schools 
in areas with low vaccination 
numbers.  
 
As the school year approaches, this push has been especially important because to 
date, the vaccination rate for the 12-17 age group stands at 50.4% with about 350,000 
adolescents in that group still unvaccinated. 
 
Building on Strategic Partnerships 

Key staff were designated as ambassadors by Health Commissioner Judith Persichilli 
to help boost vaccination rates in the following counties: Bergen, Burlington, Cam-
den, Essex, Hudson, Mercer, Middlesex, Monmouth, Ocean, Passaic and Union. The 
ambassadors are building on existing state, county and local infrastructure and part-
nerships throughout this vaccination effort. As some examples: 

In Mercer County, COVID-19 vaccination and testing took place in Trenton across 
12 schools and the city’s Board of Education building over four days from August 11-
16. Through a partnership with NJDOH, city, health and school officials, and other 
local health providers, the clinics were open to students, families, school faculty and 
staff, and the community and featured all three vaccines. During the series, 414 were 
vaccinated and 209 received a COVID-19 test. Other back-to-school COVID-19 vac-
cination events are planned in schools, and community-based and faith-based organi-
zations across the county. 

In Ocean County, a vaccination clinic on Monday in 
Lakewood sponsored by Ocean Health Initiatives and All 
Saints Episcopal Church kicked off additional back to 
school events and vaccinated 76 people in four hours. 
Vaccination clinics also have been planned or have taken 
place at high schools in Toms River, Jackson and Lacey 
Township, in addition to other ongoing clinics. 

In Camden County, the NJDOH ambassador team has 
partnered with the Camden City School District to host a 
“VaccinePalooza.”

In collaboration with local 
health and community 
groups, standing vaccine sites 
are being hosted at different 
Camden City schools in a 
combined effort to vaccinate 
as many students as possible.   

In Burlington County, 
through coordination by 
county officials, the 12-17 
vaccination push is taking 
place at numerous school 
clinics, pop-up sites, mobile 
operations and other locations 
under the county theme of 
“Your path to uninterrupted 
education is vaccination.”  

Across the state 

The county ambassadors also 
have worked with local 
YMCAs, Boys and Girls 
Clubs, local parks and recrea-
tion programs for onsite vac-

cination events throughout 
the summer. 

In addition, pediatrician and 
NJDOH special advisor Dr. 
Meg Fisher has been reaching 
out to pediatricians. 

The state’s Vaccine Call Cen-
ter is also making targeted 
outreach calls to parents, and 
NJDOH’s COVID Communi-
ty Corps have undertaken a 
targeted outreach campaign 
aimed at parents in key com-
munities. 

In addition to schools, the 
county ambassadors have 
been reaching out to build 
and expand on partnerships 
including local and county 
health departments, hospitals, 
community groups, interfaith 
leaders, food banks, business-
es, community health centers 
and other groups.
